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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant’s amendment and remarks received 20 November 2006 have been 
entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 5 was 
previously objected to for being dependent upon a rejected base claim. The Examiner 
informed applicant that the claim would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim. Applicant 
has incorporated the subject matter of claim 5 into independent claims 1 and 8 to put 
the application in condition for allowance. 

4. Thus, regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an electroluminescent panel comprising, in addition to other limitations of the 
claim, at least one bus bar including low molecular weight PVDF/HFP resin and a 
conductive filler. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 1 , claims 2-4 and 6- 
7 are also allowable. 

5. Regarding independent claim 8, the prior art of record neither shows or suggests 
an electroluminescent panel comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, at 
least one bus bar including low molecular weight PVDF/HFP resin and a conductive 
filler. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 8, claims 9-14 are also 



allowable. 
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6. The Examiner notes that the recited PVDF/HFP resin is a known copolymer of 
polyvinylidene fluoride (PVDF) mixed with hexafluoropropylene (HFP), as evidenced by 
Munshi (US 6,413,676) in column 10, lines 15-27. Thus, the Examiner interprets the 
claimed recitation of a PVDF/HFP resin to be a resin comprising a mixture of PVDF and 
HFP, as known in the art. 

7. The subject bus bar for the electroluminescent panel including the PVDF/HFP 
resin described above is provided for eliminating curl or distortion of the 
electroluminescent panel when remove from a release layer. The design is new and 
unique to the art. 

8. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled “Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance.” 



Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Munshi (US 6,413,676) discloses lithium ion polymer electrolytes 
including a copolymer of PVDF/HFP. Barton (US 6,503,432) discloses multilayer 
articles with cathode layer comprising PVDF/HFP. Gonzalez (US 6,749,650) discloses 
lithium polymer batteries.
